
GEORGIA'S MERITS
. TOLD AT BANQUET
State Society Hears Favorite

Sons and Others at AnnualGathering.

SOME STRIKING FACTS
A FEATURE OF EVENING

William J. Harris. Representative
Adamson and Senator Thomas

Among the Speakers.

Some striking: things about Georgia
and the people «»f that state were told
last night at the first annual banquet
of the Georgia Society of the District
of Columbia, held at the Raleigh Hotel,
many »>f which apparently came as a

surprise to the Georgians present, so

unusual did some of the little-known
history seem.

William .1. Harris, member of the
federal trade commission, who is presidentof the society, read a long list of
the achievements of Georgians and the
initiative and resources of the state,
which ranged all the way from the
declaration that no other similar communis"has a base ball player like Tv
Cobb." t<» the statement that "'Georgia's
congressmen have been more loyal to
President Wilson and nave done more

to make his administration a success

than the members of Congress from any
other state."

It was distinctly a Georgia night, and
in the midst of the jollification, which
ended with dancing. Claude X. Bennettdirected the attention of those
present to the sad fate of the city of
Augusta, following the great fire there
last week, which has left thousands
homeless and hungry.

"That splendid city now lies in
asii^jr. almost." Mr Bennett said, "and
nothing better could be done by any
member of the Georgia Society than to
subscribe to the fund now being publishedin detail in The Washington
Star for the benefit of the stricken
people of the community."

Mr. Harris Toastmaster.
Mr. Harris served as toastmaster. and

the speakers were, in addition to Mr.
Bennett. Representative Sisson of Mississippi..Senator Charles S. Thomas of
"dorado, Representative William C.
Adamson and Representative W. G.
Brantley. Mr. Brantley deplored the accusationwhich he said had been made
in many of the newspapers and by
many public speakers of the country
that Georgia is a lawless state, alluding
evidently to the lynching of Leo M.
Frank. Remarking that Georgia has
furnished directly and indirectly five
members of the Supreme Court of the
United States. Mr. Brantley said "the
lawless few ought to be suppressed and
the great majority owe it to themselves
to see that they are." Senator Thomas
spoke reminiscently of republican and
democratic politics in Georgia, and of
the position of her public men in nationalaffairs for some decades back.
"Judge" Adamson. as Representative

Adamson is known by his friends, receivedan ovation w hen it came his turn
to speak. He said, in part:
"People are constantly coming to Congressfor more legislation, hut w hat

they have along that line now lies in
many cases on the statute books as
'dead letters.' What we need in this
country is not more legisation, hut more
litigation. It is the history of the world
that litigation and civilization go hand
in hand."

"Judge" Adamson spoke of what he
called the barbarism on the other side
of the world."the age of slaughter in
this so-called age of civilization," cau-
tioninc his hearers

"Tn this country we must watch as
well as pray if we would not have similardifficulties come over us."

Tribute to Henry W. Grady.
Representative Sisson paid a tribute

to the memory of Henry W. Grady,
characterizing him as "a young man
who caused the people of Georgia to
take new hope, and who bound together!
the minds and hearts of all the peopled
of that state" In extolling the south-,
em people Mr Sisson quoted the late
Senator Hoar, as follows:

If this republic is to be preserved, if
this federal government is to live, it:
will be preserved and it will live by the
saving grace of the southern people."

Mr. Bennett told a number of funny
stories, and recalled the days in Congresswhen he first came here, when
Mr Crisp was Speaker, when Joseph H.
Rlount was chairman of the House

SECEDING SOCIALISTS
ARE BITTERLY ASSAILED

Deliberate Attempt to Destroy
Party Charged Against RecalcitrantGermans.

BERLIN, via wireless to Tuokerton.
N. J.. April T..The most bitter attack
of the eighteen seceding socialists is!
contained in an official pronuncia-j
mento, under the heading. "To the
Party." which occupies all of the. first
page of the Yorwaerts.
Th° pronunciarnento, which is signed

by the administrative and executive
committees of the party and by the socalled"Vorstand" group <»f the reichstagfraction, accuses the seceders of
deliberately planning; to disrupt and
destroy the party. It calls the action
of the seceders a breach of discipline,
a breach of faith and deceit, and refersto their opposition to the granting;of further war credits as an "utterlyerroneous conception" that the war
can thus be shortened.

Attitude of Enemies Cited.
The manifesto declares enemy socialistsare supporting; the policies of

their respective governments and rejectins the idea of peace overtures.
"They pursue a hallucination." says

the unity of the party. We
need the whole united craft of our entireorganization. * * * Instead of
working to this end, a few Minded ones
throw a torch of discord into the
structure of socialism, which hundreds
and thousands of our comrades have
erected during long years of sacrificing
labor.

AUSTRIANS BEAT BACK
ATTACK OF ITALIANS"

Success Claimed at Two Points,
Rome Reports Successful

Operations.

LONDON. April 1..After a period of
bad weather, fighting has been resumedon the Austro-Italian front.
For the most part, however, the activitiesare confined to artillery engagements.and such infantry clashes as
have occurred have not resulted in
changes of position.
According to the latest Austran officialstatement Italian attacks on the

sector between Great Pal and Small
Pal and near Schluderbach were repulsed.

Italian Statement.
The official statement issued today

by the Italian war office follows:
"There have been minor engagements

to the north of the Nago Sarea valley
and in the vicinity of Mori and Rovereto.Knemy detachments which tried to
attack those positions with the supportof their artillery were repulsed.
"Our batteries shelled enemy columns

in the upper Cordevole and destroyedreinforcements in the Tofana zone.
One of our detachments made a sur-jprise attack on a small Austran re-
oouot neiore tne rasso «iei ('avallo, inflictinglosses 011 the garrison and capturingarms and ammunition.

Artillery Duels Fought.
"On the Isonzo front, artillery duels

were fought. Knemy batteries bombardedwith especially severe crossfireour positions along the heights
northeast of Gorizia. Our guns dispersedan enemy column on the I'rsic
slopes of Monte Nero; damaged a
bridge over the Tominski torrent betweenTolrnino and the Santa Lucia
station and shelled enemy trenches at
To ntkuk.
"On the Carso front during Thursdaynight an enemy attempt to attack the

positions we captured to the east of
Se;!z failed."

CANADIAN OFFICER KILLED.

Will Handle French Blockade.
PARIS. April 1..Denys Cochin, memberof the cabinet, without portfolio,

has taken over the regulation of the
blockade for France, in co-operationwith Lord Robert Cecil, minister of wartrade for Great Britain.

SCHOOL IS "SHOT UP."

Commencement Exercises at Smiths,
N. C.. Have Serious Ending.

LUMBKRTON. N April 1..WilliamNance was arrested here today,
charged with responsibility for the
shooting up or a school commencement
at Smiths. N. C., last night, In which
three women and a man were wounded.
A Miss Karnes was seriously hurt and
was brought to a l.umbertori hospital.
The others received lesser wounds.
Nance denies knowledge of the whole
affair.

one began firing a pistol. The crowd
became panic' stricken and a stampede
was narrowly averted. Nance was
seized by several men in the audience
and charged with the shooting. Date
for a hearing has not been determined.

RAID ON ENGLAND
GREATEST OF WAR

Twenty-Eight Kiled and ThirtyFour
Injured in Zeppelin
Incursion.

MANY MEMBERS OF CREW

LOST; AIRSHIP INJURED

Destruction of German Dirigible
Cause of Great Rejoicing

in London.

LONDON, April 1..Dispatches rereivedfrom points on the southeast,
!:he east and the northeast coasts and
in the eastern counties indicate that
last night's Zeppelin raid, or raids.
for there were apparently separate
ventures north and south.were the
most extensive yet undertaken.
The identity of the wrecked Zep;pelin and other details of the raid

were disclosed in the following: official
statement:

"Ft has now been ascertained that
the Zeppelins which carried out. the air
raid last night were organized in two
squadrons and one detached ship. The
two squadrons made the eastern countiestheir objective, while the de-
tached ship raided the northeast coast.

"So far as is known at present, flftyfourexplosive and incendiary bombs
were dropped in the eastern counties
and twenty-two on the northeast coast.

Comes Down in Sea.
"The Zeppelin reported by the admiraltyto have fallen Into the sea was

L-15. She was hit by gunfire while
over the eastern counties, a shell strik-

ingthe upper part of the ship near
*

the tail. After being hit, she quickly
dropped to a lower altitude, well down
by the tail, and finally came down into
the sea off the coast of Kent.
"A machine gun, some ammunition, a

petrol tank riddled with shrapnel and
some machinery were dropped either by
this vessel or by another of the raiders. 1

"Owing to damage to the telephone 1

storms, it is not yet possible to ascertainfully the casualties or the damage
caused. The casualties at present reportedamount to twenty-eight killedand thirty-four injured."

Rescues Survivors.
Credit for rescuing the survivors of

the Zeppelin L-15 belongs to the scoutingtrawler Olivine, commanded by
Lieut. William R. Mackintosh, royal
naval reserve.
The Zeppelin came down in the broad

mouth of the Thames soon after 3
o'clock Saturday morning. That
stretch of water, as well as the adjoiningcoast waters, swarms with
patrolling craft. The airship's back
had been broken by gunfire; her gondolaswere riddled with shrapnel bullets.Several of her crew were badly
wounded. Her commander had sufficientconfidence in the humanity of
British sailors to send out wireless «

signals of distress.
"She came down like a sick bird,

flopping at both ends as if they were

wings." said a sailor who witnessed
the descent of the Zeppelin.

All Taken on Board.
The sea was smooth and the night was

clear, though dark, so the trawler was

able to take aboard wounded as well as

unwounded. Some of the crew were at
the top of the balloon, while the wounded
and their attendants remained in the basketsbelow.
After all the survivors were aboard the

Olivine the crew of the trawler attached
a cable to the Zeppelin in the hope that
they would be able to bring the prize to
port, but towing was difficult, as the
airship had broken in two. Her ends
stuck up in the air, while the middle sectionwas well down in the water. After
making about two miles the Zeppelin becameentirely waterlogged.
The Olivine is engaged in patrol duty

and Lieut. Mackintosh transferred his
prisoners to a destroyer and again put
out to sea. He did not expect to return
within a week.
The destroyer took the Germans to

Sheernefit to report and proceeded with
the prisoners to Chatham, where the
wounded were placed in a hospital.
The German prisoners from the destroyedZeppelin number seventeen, with

their command. All of the prisoners are
youthful in appearance and were cheerful.The commander wore the iron c
cross.
Some of them related their experi-

ences quite freely and asserted that
tho rrfu- rii-Ptt' Int o t n iloi.wi,. u ^

should remain behind and blow up the
Zeppelin when it wag found the dirigiblecould fly no further. The task
fell to a junior officer, whose duty was
to wait until the remainder of the
complement had left, then, on receivinga signal, blow up th«» airship. This
meant almost certain death for himself.

Fight Is Described.
A correspondent who saw a flfcht betweena Zeppelin and British gunners

writes:
"All lights were put out in the

streets and all places of entertainment
were ciosed. It was a calm, clear and
peaceful night and the half dozen
powerful searchlights which were
turned to the sky presented a fine
sight
^Presently the booming of guns

brought hundreds of persons into the
streets. .Just before 10 o'clock I saw
the searchlights pick up a Zeppelin.
The crowd loudly applauded the work
of the gunners and became very enthusiasticwhen one shell seemed to
burst right under the airship. The last
1 saw. was a cloud of smoke, which
seemed to be discharged from the Zeppelin.Behind this cloud the raider
disappeared."
The correspondent adds that motor

buses and street cars were running as
usual during the fight.
No event since the outbreak of the

war has been received in London with
greater rejoicing than the destruction
of the Zeppelin. There was great enthusiasmin the streets when the newsboysbroke the news to the public.

WHEN SHIPS GO DOWN

Announced by British Board
of Trade.

LONDON. April 1..The board of
trade's summary of casualties to Britishshipping reported in March shows
thAt nineteen steamers, aggregating
44,609 tons, and eight sailing vessels
of 1,865 tons were sunk by enemy wariships. Ten steamers of 13,927 tons
were sunk by mines. One steamer of
2.131 tons was sunk either by an

enemy warship or a mine.
Forty-three lives were lost in the

rasp of the steamers sunk by warships.and eighty-one in steamers sunk
by mines.

DESCRIBES PROGEK
OF FOREIGN MILITARISM

Mis Janet Eichards Also Tells of
Her Experiences in

Europe.

Historical details of the development
of militarism in Russia by Peter the
Great and in Austria by Frederick the
Great were given by Miss .Janet Richardslast night at Rauscher's, Connecticutavenue and E street northwest.
The talk, "Peter the Great and Frederickthe Great.the Progenitors of
Militarism in Europe," was given under
the auspices of Mary Washington Chapter.D. A. R.

It was interspersed with bits of personalexperience of Miss Richards in
Europe just at the beginning of the
present conflict.

.Russia, she said, rose to greatness
on the ruins of Swodon and the aroat

territory of Russia today stands as a
monument to the very real militarism
of Peter the Great. Pan-Slavism was
established by Peter the Great, and
meant that Russia was to get all for
the Slavs that she could.

Describes Early Life.
She described the early life of FrederickWilliam of Brandenburg, later

known as Frederick the Great, third
king of Prussia. His early life, she
said, was anything but congenial, and
he was constantly in trouble with his
father, being imprisoned for a longtime for trying to escape from the
country. He had a terrible heart, gavehis family poor food, and had a favoritepastime at the table of throwingthe dishes around. He was a verystrong disciplinarian of his family. Thewhole sixty-three years of his life, she
said, was devoted to developing theGerman spirit and expanding the Prussianterritory.

PARTY GAIN IN UNITY
OF ROOT-ROOSEVELT

Republicans in Capitol Believe
Former President Desires

to Pick Candidate.

According to information which
reaches Washington, the accuracy and
sincerity of which la un<juestionable.
the reconciliation of Elihu Root and
Theodore Roosevelt In New York Friday.at Robert Bacon's home, in the
presence of Senator I<odge and Oen.
Leonard "Wood, bids fair to be of farreachingpolitical importance to the
progressive and regular wings of the
republican party.
The Information lays stress upon the

point that this expected benefit Is to
accrue to the party as a whole, and
that for the present, at least, the reunioncannot be construed as having
any bearing upon the personality' of
presidential candidates.

Brings General Congratulations,
Every republican of Importance at

the Capitol yesterday -was apprised.0*
the exact nature of Friday's meeting
and its profound significance to the
party at la nee. without respect to per*
sons That Klihu Hoot and Theodore
Roosevelt are again in a position
where they can confer together, end,
as everybody believes, be able to worlc
together for the good of the republicanparty, is a consummation Ion*
devoutly desired, and for which there
was general congratulation.

It has been known to leading republicansfor some time that Col Rooseveltgrieved o\«r his alienation from
Elihu Hoot and considered it one of
the crowning personal disasters of the
split at Chicago. That they were
brought together on common ground
where they could with dignity meet
the consideration of preparedness was
said to be happy augury of the possibilityof finding still broader highways
which they can traverse together.

Do Not Believe He Is Candidate.
Republicans at the Capitol did not

construe the meeting as having any
hearing upon the possible candidac> «»f
Theodore Roosevelt for the president >
The best informed republicans in ticpartyleadership do not believe Col.
Roosevelt desires to be a candidate
Thev are convinced that lie has *

definite program, which does not includehis candidacy except under inmostremote contingencies.
They believe he is intent upon reunitingthe party and defeating President

Wilson, and that there is no sactificf
which he will not undergo to effect that
end. They know, of course, that he expectsto be consulted in the selection
of the candidate and think that he
would he mightily pleased if it should
turn out that he is allowed to pick the
man.

Desires to Be Warwick.
They think if he could be the Warwickof the next republican candidate

he would throw himself into the campaignheart and soul for the republlcanticket.
Important results in New York politiesare expected from the RootRooseveltreunion. With these two

men working together in harmony
New York republicans here look for a
general tightening up of party lines
and a strong delegation to the republicannational convention ready to exertthemselves for party agreement and
a strong candidate.
